IS READY TO ACT 


Dail Eireann to Meet in 


Dublin Aug. 16.

LONDON, Aug. 4.—It was officially 
announced in the Irish capital today 
that Dail Eireann has been summoned 
to meet in Dublin on Aug. 16 for the 
purpose of reviewing Prime Minister 
Lloyd George's peace offer to Ireland 
and to decide upon a reply. 

A summons to attend the meeting 
will be sent to all members of Dail 
Eireann, including those now in jail. 
It is taken for granted in Dublin that 
those held in prison will be released 
immediately, although no formal re- 
quest for their freedom will be made. 
The British cabinet alreagy has 
given the power to Sir Hamar Green- 
wood, chief secretary for Ireland, to 
release imprisoned Dail members 
“should it seem adyisable” and it js 
understood that he Will take the sum- 
mons for a full meeting of Dail Eireann 
as a tacit request for release. 


Ulster Rumors Denied.

RIGA, Aug. 4—A plague of caterpil- 
lars has appeared in the Chernigof dis- 
trict, the center of the sugar beet dis- 
trict of Russia. Unless large supplies 
of insect fighting apparatus and poison 
are received within the next two weeks 
the whole beet sugar crop of Russia 
may be destroyed. 

Writing in Economic Life, the of- 


ficial economic journal of the soviet 


government, under the headline “ Ring 
the Alarm Bell,” K. Taranenko gives 
a vivid picture of the destruction, 
wrought by the insects in the sugar. 
beet belt and calls upon the national 
commissariat of agriculture to come to 
the rescye. 

_ Blames Soviet “Economy.” 

Contributing to the seriousness of . 
the present situation is the shortage 
of insecticides, he writes, and he goes 
on to relate how in response to a requi- 
sition for 2,700,000 pounds of chlorides 
and 720,000 pounds of paris green made 
by the national sugar commissariat 
the sugar industry.only received 
scant 36,000 pounds, which have made 
no impression on the plague. ' 

“Unless immediate steps are taken 
all agricultural districts are going toe 
= affected by this blight of caterpil- 

rs. 

“ Already about 90,000 acres of crops 
have been destroyed and in one sec 
tion the caterpillars are inches deep 
and cover the ground. 


Menaces All Growing Things. 

“That is not all, It is also ex 
pected that our other crops will be 
eaten by these insects. - In the east- 
ern districts the grain crops are 
serious danger.” ‘ 

M. Taranenko continues to relate 
how during the last yéar the soviet 
meteorologists predicted a drought. In 
spite of this, no heed was taken to 
the warning, he states, and prophecies 
made by agricultural experts that the 
drought would be accompanied by in- 
sect plagues fell on deaf ears. 

“We must not forget that cond} 
tioms have been bad during the last 
three years, that there has been an 
insufficient supply of fertilizer and that 
the soil is almost exhausted,” he con- 
tinues. 

“Because of this we have on our 
own responsibility ordered large sup- 
plies of insecticides which must reach 
us within the next two weeks if we are 
to save even a small portion of thé 
crop.

At Any Rate, No Paradise. 

Col. Charles R. Forbes, director of the 
war risk bureau, last week called this 
institution “a madhouse.” Today Sen- 
ator Walsh of Massachusetts called it‘ 
a “hell hole.” Senator Walsh wants 


the attorney general to begin prosecu- 
tion for malfeasance agains} officials in 
charge. 


the war risk bureau, obtained admis- 
sion to the hospital and spent a week 
there as a disabled ex-service man. He 
testified today. 

Bootleg whisky of poisonous quality, 
cocaine, and morphine in unlimited 
quantities are available to the patients, 
peddlers of such drugs infesting the 
neighborhood of the hospital, according 
to McInerney.

1% OF TOILERS OF 
NATION LOSE THEIR 
JOBS DURING JULY 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 4—I[Spe- 
cial.]—Seven out of fourteen groups of 
industries showed increased employ- 
ment during July, but the other half 
showed decreases, according to the 
monthly industrial survey of the 
United States employment service 
made public today. | 

The survey indicates that there 
a further net decrease of 1.1 per cent 
in the number‘of workers on the pay 
rolls of 1,428 firms in sixty-five in- 
dustrial centérs during the month of 
July. This means a total net decrease 
since Jan. 31 of 7.3 per cent. 

These firms employed 1,510,210 work- 
ers on July 31, as against 1,627,124 on 
June 30, or a decrease of 16,914. The 
decrease since Jan. 31 has totaled 
117,924. 

Out of the sixty-five cities twenty- 
seven reported increased. employment 
during July, while thirty-eight report- 
ed decreases. In Chicago there was a 
decrease of .77 per cent.

To this end the proposed tax of $10 annually on 
each motor vehicle in use in this country appears 
to be well placed.

It will 
average far less than the cost of a single tire, and 
if a recent estimate of 9,000,000 motor vehicles in 
use in the United States is correct, it will mean 
a return of $90,000,000 a year to the government. 
Such a tax may make the owner of an automobile | 
angry, but it will not discourage the use of cars.

TUBERCULOSIS. 
UCH progress is being made in the 
éontrol of human tuberculosis that 
there are those who think they can 
see the end of the fight. There 
are communities which can.show a re- 
duction of 60 per cent in the death rate 
fromi consumption since 1907. 

Pertiaps the time has come for those 
who have succeeded so well with human 
consumption to help out in the eradica- 
tion of the disease in lower animals. 

There are three fairly well fixed types 
of the tubercle bacilli. One causes most 
of the consumption in human beings; 
the other is responsible for consump- 
tion in cows, in hogs, and in children, 
and the third for consumption in birds. 

| 

The human tubercle bacillus is respon- 
sible for most of the human tuberculosis. 
but does not cause tubercul ordi- 
narily in other animals. 

The ovian qubercle bacillus is respon- 
sible for tuberculosis in birds, ‘but does 
not cause tuberculosis in man or other 
mammals. 

Dr. E. C, Schroeder of the departme@t 
of agriculture thinks the bovine bacillus 
is the most important of the three. It 
causes all the tuberculosis in cows and 
in hogs and most of that fn children. 

The. hog gets all its tuberculosis from 
cows. The bacillus lives and multiplies 
in the hog, but it cannot be transmitted 
to other animals. While the hog is in- 
fected by cows, it cannot infect cows. 

If Dr. Schroeder is correct, we have 
taken more precautions to prevent hu- 
mans from being infected from eating 
pork from tuberculous .hogs than we 
need to have done. ws 
‘According to his view, ttle only impor- 
tance of tuberculosis in hogs Hes in 
demonstration of the prevalence of tuber- 


Culosis in’ dairy cows and in the eco- 


nomic waste it occasions. 

About 60 per cent of the gland tuber- 
culosis, 70 per cent of the abdominal 
tuberculosis, and 25 per cent of the gen- 
eral tuberculosis in children is due to 
bovine tubercle bacilli. This bacillus 
multiplies in the human body; but it is 
not conveyed from infected children to 
other children, nor to hogs nor cows, 


‘says Sthroeder. 


Practically every case of tuberculosis 
in human subjects due to bovine tubercle 
bacilli must be charged to ultimate con- 
tact, in most cases through the ingestion 
of dairy products between persons and 
tuberculous cattle. 

The exact relation between the tuber- 
culosis of childhood and that of adult 
life has not been settled. It may be 
that we will gain enough from control- 
ling tuberculosis in children to make it 
worth while for us: to help out with 
bovine tuberculosis. : 

Aside from that, why not help out be- 
cause the farmer needs help? So large 
a proportion of his cows are tuberculous 
that he makes milk and butter at a 
disadvantage, and the loss from tubercu- 
losis In hogs is gpormous.

THE POINT OF JAPANESE 
“ SUPERIORITY.” 


Macon, Ga., July 25.—The letters 
of L. B. G. of July 15, and of 
E. V. B. of July 16, upon the com- 
parative mentality of the Japanese 
and of the Caucasian, go beyond the 
matter at hand. Miss Watanabe of 
Tokio, a school teacher, stated that 
Japanese school children do better school 


work than American children of the 
same age. From this isolated fact, if it 
be a fact, L. B. G. has deduced that the 
Japanese are the intellectually superior 
race. E. V, B. cites numerous instances 
of Caucasian excellence in literature, 
art, science, invention, and government 
in support of his contention. 

Both controversialistg agree, E. Vv. B. 
tacitly, that if the Watanabe statement 
is true, then the Japanese are the intel- 
lectually superior. E. V. B. rejects it as 
untrue, because to his mind it is not in 
accord with the instances of white su- 
periority he has named. Per contra, L. 
B. G. accepts it in the first instance, and 
disregarding all other evidence upon the 
subject, thereupon postulates racial su- 
periority of the Japanese. 

Undoubtedly Miss Watanabe'’s state- 
ment is true, but so far from pointing to 
L. B. G.’s conclusions, it proves the op- 
posite. At four months a setter dog 
has complete muscular control, has ac- 
quired kno ge of his home and of 
his master, can hunt and hold a point, 
and can do many other things, all of 
which shows no inconsiderable mental 
development. At the same age a human 
can do scarcely more than make a few 
reflex quscular movements, The dog’s 
intellect is decidedly the superior in 
power, yet at their respective maturities 
the power of the human is enormously 
the greater. It is apparent that the 
greater the ultimate intellectual ca- 
pacity the slower is the comparative rate 
of development of intellectual power. 
Mathews reports that for three straight 
years the school for Australian aborig- 
ines, at Remahyack, in Victoria, stood 
higher than any white school in the col- 
ony, obtaining 100 per cent In examina- 
tion averages. The Andamanese, who 
of themselves could not make fire and 
had no word for any number above two, 
furnished children that, according to 
Mas and to Brander, did better work 
than Wuropean school children of the 
same age. Rennie states that it is the 
exceptio.al white child who can compare 
in school work with the average Maori 
child. Pilling states that Cherokee chil- 
dren learned fo read in two and one-half 
months. Similar examples are numer- 
ous. Yet none of these exceptionally 
bright children of jungle, forest, and 
plain could, as adults, develop inteliect- 
al power beyond the stage considered nor- 
mal for a w.\ite child of 12 or 14. Right 
there they a.ways stopped. 

Furthermore, school work is not a test 
of much more than imitativeness and 
memorization. Newton, Darwin, Watt, 
Fulton, Von Humboldt, Davy, Liebig, 
Herbert Spencer, Huxley, Pasteur, and 
Curle were school failures. They learned 
nothing at school, but the total of their 
intellectual accomplishments is colossal. 

EB. V. B. was right in refusing to con- 
sider Miss Watanabe’'s statement in view 
of the many evidences of white superior- 
ity mentioned by him. However, the 
statement is of the greatest help to E. V.

INGENUITY 


Nipponese Build It Up Be- 
_yond German Dreams.

TSINGTAO, Aug. 4.—The German 
civilization in Tsingtao has had a mar- 
velous reaction on the constructive am- 
bitions of Japan. Japan must have 
had her eyes upon Tsingtao long be- 
fore the chance of war gave her the 
opportunity seven years ago of wrest- 
ing it from Germany, for her plan of 
battle, so carefully explained and 
shown to visitors, was such that the 
beautiful city was left absolutely un- 
scarred. 
’ Such careful shell fire, such hammer- 
ing only at yulnerable spots like ob- 
servation stations and a redoubts 
on the plain to the north of the city 


‘where the Germans had established a 


magnificent defense against infantry 
attack. But net a shell hole to be 
found in the entire city. It is cleaner, 
brighter, prettier, than any town in 


all Japan and beyond doubt the most 


beautiful city in the orient. 
Japs Build Wisely. 

On the splendiq foundations of the 
Germans the Japanese have builded 
wisely and well. Hundreds of acres 
have been reclaimed from the sea, hun- 
dreds more acres have been leveled 
from the slopes, and instead of the tem- 
porary houses so generally built by 
the Japanese at home, they have with 
slavish imjtation followed the style of 
‘the Germans. The result is a great and 
fast growing city of bright red brick 


- houses with white stone trimmings and 


red tiled roofs, sitting with a back- 


_ ground of green foliage and the ex- 


quisite blues of the sky and sea.

More than 3,000 new homes have 
been built in Tsingtao by the Japanese, 
and all follow the style set by the Ger- 
mans. More than sixty factories have 
gone up—all modern buildings. One 
of these is a flour mill with a capacity 
of 150 barrels a day, which is a model 
of completeness. Mr. F. Momotani, 
who operates it, told THe TRIBUNE cor- 
respondent his one regret was that 
under the present arrangement he 
could not export the product wholly to 
Japan, for such splendid flour is made 
from the Shantung wheat. He dis- 
poses of his output chiefly locally. 

Unquestionably advantage was given 
to the Japanese in the building pro- 
gram, but now that Japan has built 
well ahead of the present needs of the 
port all this has been changed and 
Maj. Gen. Yui, the military governor, 
said there was no discrimination what- 


ever.

Return to Chicago. 


CHIHUAHUA, Mex., Aug. 4.—[8pe- 


i cial.]—Warren C. Spurgin, president 


of the Michigan Avenue Trust com- 
pany of Chicago, has been in hiding 
in Chihuahua Cy since July 22, ac- 
cording to a statement made today by 
BE. C. Clinton, who says he is an old 
acquaintance of the fugitive banker: 
The state’s attorney's office in Chicago 
is blamed by Clinton for failure of the 
Mexican authorities to apprehend Spur- 
gin. 

“TI know that a reward of at least 
$15,000 has been subscribed for Spur- 
gin,” said Clinton, “yet the state's at- 
torney telegraphed me that only $2,600 
is offered. I told him by telegraph 
that sum did not interest me and he 


lean find Spurgin for himself.” 


According 'to Clinton whose home is 
in Marfa, Tex., and who has been in 
Chihuahua with his wife for a month, 
Spurgin came direct to Chihuahua 
from Chicago, crossing the Rio Grandc 
in a row boat from Presidio, Tex., to 
Ojinaga, and proceeding to this city 
by automobile. 


“Keeping Under Cover.” 
While they were hunting for Spur- 
gin throughout the United States," said 
Clinton, “he was bound direct from 
Chicago for Mexico. Now that he ls 


| here it is said to be the opinion of his 


attorneys that he cannot be ex- 
tradited. At the same time he is keep- 
ing under cover, using a name other 
than his own, and otherwise pro- 
tecting himself from temporary inter- 
ference by Mexican officials. If he is 
arrested he is prepared to open a bat- 
tle to prevent extradition.”
